N the matter of choosing a Mayor for 1927, Edmonton 
] voters, with seven candidates already in the field, find 
themselves—as usual-—confronting an ‘‘embarrassment of 
riches’’. Unfortunately it is a fact mathematically demons 
trable that seven into one will not go. There is only room 
for one in the Mayoral chair, and it is the duty as well as the 
privilege of the voter to make his selection from those who 
offer their services 

With no desire or intention to reflect in any way upon 
the merits or claims of any other candidate, the Bulletin un 
hesitatingly announces that it is gratified to have the oppor 
tunity to support Mr. A. U. G, Bury as a man_ eminently 
qualified to discharge the duties of chief magistrate with 
satisfaction to the citizens and distinction to himself 

Mr. Bury has been a resident of Edmonton for many 
years. He has substantial interests in the city and is there 
fore vitally concerned in its progress and welfare, He has 
served with credit on the City Council for a full term, and 
represented the riding of East Edmonton in the last Parlia 
ment, 

In the recent general elections the Bulletin opposed Mr.
